As you are aware, from November 2, 1972, through 
November 8, 1972, the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA) Building, 
19th Street and Constitution Avenue, Washington, D. C., was 
occupied by several hundred American Indians. Extensive, 
damage was inflicted on the building and equipment before 
the Indians departed on November 8, 1972. Numerous items of 
Government property including official documents and office- 
type equipment were removed by the Indians. 

A Metropolitan Police Department officer, 

Washington, D. C., working in an undercover capacity in 
coordination with the FBI, developed a close association 
witfi Henry Lyle Adams, National Director of the Survival of 
American Indians Association, who was actively involved in 
negotiations during the "sacking" of the BIA Building. This , 
officer was personally present in the building during this / 
period of time. Through his association with Adams and one / 
Nita Collins, an associate of Adams, the officer learned 
the records removed from the BIA Building were distributed 
to various places in the. United States. In January, 1973, 
the police officer advised Adams personally had told him 
some of. the stolen documents would be turned, over to 
Jack Anderson, the nationally syndicated, columnist, through 
Anderson's associate, Leslie Hunter Whitten, Jr*, in return 
for a sun of $100,000. Adams further advised, the officer that 
Whitten had on several occasions previously viewed other docu**’ 
ments stolen from the BIA Building. r /%'/■< J

1 together with Nita Collins, went to the Greyhound Bus germinal,. 
Washington, D. C., and picked up three cartons of documents

which they th en took to Adams 1 apartment at I_I 

~ ~ ~~ Washington, D. C. These cartons were addressed 

to Adams at this location*. Adams told the officer the 
documents should be brought to his apartment so they could 
go through them to determine which would be given to Anderson. 
En route to the Greyhound Bus Terminal, Collins told the 
officer that if they were caught they were to say they were, 
just picking up the documents to turn them over to the police. 
Collins told the source the documents were from. BIA. 

While returning the cartons containing the documents 
to Adams' apartment, the officer observed, through a split in a 
carton, notebooks and other items which appeared to be similar 
to items he, the officer, had. personally removed from the B1A 
Building. Prior to this, the officer had questioned Collins 
as to whether jack Anderson would get copies of the B1A files 
or the originals; and Collins replied that Anderson would get 
the originals unless copies could be made. 

The facts as developed up to the late afternoon of 
January 30, 1973, were discussed with Assistant United States 
Attorney William W, Collins, Jr, r Washington, D, C*, who 
authorised the seizure and arrest of known persons involved 
with these documents. At approximately lOtOO a.m., January 31 r 
1973, Special Agents of this Bureau observed Whitten and; 

Adams outside of the apartment building where Adams resides 
with, two boxes previously described by the officer. Based on 
the authority of the Assistant United States Attorney, they 
were arrested and charged with violations of Section 641 
and 2071, Title 18, United States Code—possession 
and concealment of documents and other property of the BIA. 

The two cartons in their possession and a third carton 
subsequently located were seized, and. it was determined they 
did contain original documents belonging to the BIA removed 
during the November siege of the BIA Building. 

For your information, in connection with Collins' 
comment to the officer to the effect that it they were 
caught they were to say they were picking up the documents 
to turn them over to the police, the three cartons seized 
by this Bureau had written on. the top of each box,'

THEFT AND DESTRUCTION OF

Thin concerns the caching of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs (BIA) Building, Washington, D. C., November 2-8, 1972, 
wherein Indian demonstrators barricaded themselves within the 
building, causing extensive damage and stealing Government 
records and artifacts. 

A police officer in an undercover capacity infiltrated 
the Indian movement in the Washington, D. C. area, gaining 
the trust and confidence of Hank Adams, an Indian leader who 
was heavily Involved in the negotiations between the Indian 
occupants and Government officials. Adams, together with amflSi _ 
associate, is reportedly traveling to North Carolina in the 
near future where a large quantity of stolen Government 
documents, believed from the BIA Building, are stored. The 
undercover officer will accompany Adams and allegedly 
columnist Jack Anderson is to buy these documents for possibly 
4200,000. The undercover officer is cooperating with the FBI 
and Is willing to testify If necessary for prosecutive purposes.

arrest of Anderson's employee, Leslie Hunter Whitten, Jr. 

No comment was made by SA Hyten, at which time Anderson 
informed SA Hyten that he had violated the First Amendment 
of the Constitution and his actions were inconsistent with 
-his sworn duty to uphold the Constitution of the United States. 
SA -Hyten was informed that Anderson intended to conduct a 
thorough investigation into his background to determine 
a person like him came to be employed by 

Anderson advised SA Hyten t^O^ he, Anderson 1 , 6 ^ ^ 
possessed information that Hyten was well aware Hank Adam : 
was collecting the stolen Bureau of Indian Affairs documents 
from various Indian groups .for the express purpose of 
returning them to the Government. Anderson stated that 
SA Hyten concealed his knowledge of Adams' true purpose in 
collecting the documents and, therefore, personally is 
responsible for the travesty represented by Whitten’s arrest 

Andersop stated he intends to go to Congress, and 
he will have SA Hyten "hauled up" before Congress and intends 
to write numerous stories concerning SA Hyten and this incident. 
Anderson stated that at any time SA Hyton desired to discuss 
this matter with Anderson and give him nis side of the story, 
his door would be open. SA Hyten declined the opportunity 
to discuss the matter with Anderson. Anderson thanked Hyten 
and the conversatiqjtf'/jnded. 
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SA Hyten then placed a telephone call to Anderson's 
office at 1612 K Street, N. W», Washington, D. C., telephone 
number 347-4325, and asked to speak to Anderson. Anderson, 
according to a woman answering the telephone, was not in; 
but at approximately 1j15 p.ra.-, a person identifying himself 
as Jack Anderson, the columnist, returned SA hyten*s call. 

SA hyten identified the voice as being that of the first 
caller. During the second conversation Anderson again extended 
the opportunity for SA Hyten to discuss the entire case 
concerning Whitten's arrest. SA Hyten again declined to 
comment. 


After a review of the facts, Hr. Belcher indicated 
this type of conduct, although reprehensible and reasonably 
intimidating in its effect, does not come within the purview 
of the Obstruction of Justice or Criminal Investigations 
Statutes, Section 1503 and 1510 respectively, Title 1$, 
United States Code. Specifically., according to Mr. Belcher, 
SA Hyten does not fall within the description of individuals 
covered under Section 1503 (influencing or injuring officer, 
juror, or witness generally), nor did the communication 
have the effect on the criminal investigation as required 
by statute under Section 1510*

The following comments are. being provided the 
Bureau by WFO in view of two articles appearing in the 
i 2/1/73 edition of "The Washington Post," a daily Washington, 
D.C. newspaper and an article appearing in the same days 
edition of the Evening Star and Daily News. 
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In an article appearing on page= l 
ofpage A4, of the above mentioned newspaper 
"FBI Arrests. Reporter in Stolen Data", the. comment was made 
on page A4, "That (subject) WHITTEN was helping (subject) 

ADAMS in physical transportation of three cartons of BIA 
documents. That was becau^,AI)AKS, who had made arrangements 
to return the/material tttjwptf packed his own transportation/"

It is iWed that ADAMS regularly utilised 1 the » / 
undercover police jof&Lcer for transportation purposes and, (r\r 
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that in fact this same officer had been instructed by ANITA 
COLLINS to pick her uo at 10:00 A.M.^ on 1/31/73. Although 
the officer was ADAMS' main and most frequently used source 
of transportation, ADAMS is reported to have other associates 
who would furnish him transportation, Tn this same regard, 
it is further noted that the undercover officer did in fact 
transport ANITA COLLINS to the Washington, D,C. Greyhound 
Bus Terminal on 1/30/73, at which time COLLINS signed for 
and received the 3 cardboard Boxes containing the stolen 
government documents. This, in Itself, illustrates ADAMS' 
reliance on the undercover officer for transportation 
purposes and, coupled with the fact that the officer was 
available on the morning of 1/31/73, tends to suggest t ha t 
WHITTEN was not essential for transportation purposes, ^Tue 
arresting Agents noted .thsfcWHITTEN’s vehicle was a 1973 
Chevrolet Vega hatchback. The rear trunk Lid and rear window 
form the hatch which can be raised to accommodate large 
packages if the rear Seats are folded down. . Upon his arrival;, 
the rear seats of the WHITTEN' s‘ Vega were in the fold down 
position and this suggests that WHITTEN went to ADAMS' residence 
with the intent of picking up large packages. Concerning the 
statement that ,the material was being returned to BIA, this is 
currently under vigorous investigation. • 

In regard to the comment concerning a MICHAEV^UNT, 
"....a bodyguard of ADAMS,*' a reporter who identified himself 
as FNU WELLS appeared at Apartment 503, 1464 K.I., N.W.-, 
Washington, D.C. ;, . and was advised by Special Agents of WFO 
that the apartment was ,r secured", no mention of HUNT was ever 
made. In further comments regarding the "disarray" of this 
apartment., it is pointed that the apartment's condition was 
exactly the same as it was at the time of the arrest of 
DANIEI^PIGEON and ALISQN^CERBl. 

This, article also refersrrrr-the fact that the recovered 
cartons were marked "with the .name of DENNIS HYTEN, the 
specia 1 -FBI agent" workipg/pn'the investigation. The three 
recovered carton were marked "WFO - FBI, DENNIS JP.

About 10:09 a.m., SA EDWARD R. LEARY observed an 
individual whom he believed to be Mr* LESLIE H. WHITTEN, JR.,

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Mr. WHITTEN stated again that he had intended to 
turn the property in his custody over to the FBI. 

SA LEARY indicated to Mr. WHITTEN that he would be 
transported to the Washington Field Office (WFO) of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), where he would be afforded 
identification procedures, that is, fingerprinting and photo¬ 
graphing. He was also advised that he would be permitted upon 
arrival at the WFO to contact his attorney by telephone.

Mr. WHITTEN removed a pen and paper from his coat and 
requested and received SA LEARY's full name. He'then requested 
the na^.bs of all those Agents who were present at the scene 
of his arrest at that tine. SA LEARY advised Mr. WHITTEN that 
he would be apprised of the Identities of other Agent personnel 
present at the scene at a later time as appropriate. 

Mr. WHITTEN again protested his arrest, stating that 
the property in his possession had been scheduled for delivery 
to the FBI. 


SA DENNIS F. HOFFMAN arrived at the scene of Mr. 
WHITTEN'S arrest at that tine. Upon his arrival, SA HOFFMAN 
orally advised Mr. WHITTEN of his identity and displayed to 
him his(Official credentials as proof of his identity. 

Mr. WHITTEN protested his arrest and indicated that 
he would voluntarily accompany the arresting Agents to their 
office with the property that had been in his possession. 

SA LEARY advised Mr. WHITTEN that he would be,handcuffed 
and transported to the WFO in accordance with normal arrest 
procedures. 

SA CHARLES W. HARVEY, who was also present, observed 
that the rear seat in the above described Chevrolet "Vega" 
had been folded down to create trunk space within the vehicle. 

SA HARVEY then placed the two cardboard cartons, which were 
adjacent to that vehicle. In the trunk of a Bureau automobile. 

SA HARVEY placed a third carton, similar In appearance to those 
two cartons, in the trunk of another Bureau vehicle. They were 
subsequently transported to the WFO. 
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During Mr. WHITTEN’S transportation to the WFO, SA LEARY 
again orally advised Mr. WHITTEN, In the presence of SA HOFFMAN, of 
his constitutional rights to remain silent and to consult with 
legal counsel. Mr. WHITTEN Indicated again that he was familiar 
with those rights, and stated that SA LEARY had previously advised 
him of those rights. 

During the course of Mr. WHITTEN’S transportation to the 
WFO, he made repeated protests that his first amendment rights 
had been violated by his arrest. He reiterated that the property 
which had been in his possession at the time of his arrest, was 
to have been turned over to the FBI. He stated that Information 
present on each of the cartons would verify his statements as 
the boxes were addressed to an Agent HYTER (phoentic) of the FBI. 

Upon arrival at the WFO, Mr. WHITTEN was afforded 
standard identification procedures, that is, he was photographed 
fingerprinted, and searched. 

While at the WFO, Mr. WHITTEN was provided with a tele¬ 
phone. He subsequently contacted his attorney on that phone. 

Mr. WHITTEN vras furnished with a printed form entitled 
"Your Rights". He read the contents of that form and Indicated 
that he understood his rights. After reading the noted form, 

Mr. WHITTEN advised that he would not sign the form without con¬ 
sulting first with his attorney. 

Subsequently, Mr. WHITTEN’S attorney, Mrs. BETTY MURPHY, 
arrived at the WFO. Mrs. MURPHY was afforded an opportunity to 
talk with her client, Mr. WHITTEN, privately.

She 
advised also that the individuals who occupied the BIA Building 
did not cone to WDC with that intention.

ANITA COLLINS was asked by Special Agent BROWN if 
she knew of any stolen Government property at ADAMS' residence. 

She stated no to the above question. COLLINS was then 
asked by Special Agent BROWN if she had observed any boxes 
in ADAMS' residence which contained BIA property. COLLINS 
stated that she knew of three boxes there but was unaware of 
the ir contents. Without further questioning, she advised, that■ 
she I ~1 had picked up three cartons at the 

Greyhound Bus Terminal, VJDC, on January 30, 1973> for HANK 
ADAMS and transported same to ADAMS' residence. She advised that 
upon their arrival at ADAMS* residence, he was■fo und to be 
asleep.

Special Agent BROWN then advised COLLINS that 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation is In possession of Infor¬ 
mation regarding a Individual named SARGENT In North Carolina, 
who may be ,in possession of some of the stolen BIA property. 

She stated that there is a BILL SARGENT, the same person she 
knew In California, who Is now attempting to establish an AIM 
Chapter there. She was asked where in North Carolina, to 
which she replied somewhere in Robeson County. Special Agent 
BROWN asked COLLINS If she knew the city or nearest town where 
SARGENT was, to which she replied no. Special Agent BROWN 
asked if it was a place called Penbrow (phonetic), to which 
COLLINS replied no, Pembroke. She further stated that SARGENT 
was originally from Los Angeles, California, that he was 
present in the BIA Building during the November, 1972, Indian 
occupation of this building. She advised SARGENT was not a nego¬ 
tiator and she was not aware of SARGENT*s participation during 
the destruction of the BIA Building.

The purpose of this memo is to advise that we have strengthened our 
existing liaison with the Investigative Staff of the House Appropriations Com- v 
mittee through informal discussion with the Staff Director, Cornelius R. v» 
Anderson, to make certain that neither one jeopardizes the investigations { 

of the other in appropriate circumstances. ^ 

As you are aware, Cornelius R. Anderson, referred to above, was ^ 

removed from the rolls of the FBI to serve with the above Staff 5/1/68. He ! ^ 

is due to return to the rolls of the FBI 5/1/73, at which time Leroy R. ^ 

Kirkpatrick, his First Assistant (also a former Special Agent removed from 

the rolls), will take over the Directorship. Both Anderson and Kirkpatrick , 

are keenly aware of the Bureau’s interests and jurisdiction and without violating 

any confidence or trust have been very cooperative with the Bureau in matters 

of mutual interest. Concerning the current investigation involving the Bureau \i 

of Indian Affairs, Mr. Anderson contacted the Administrative Division as soon^ 

as his Staff received a directive to look into the events surrounding the seizure"

The Department is considering this 
request; however, no instructions have been given to the Bureau up to now. 

We have not had any difficulty in our liaison with the various Directors 
of the Surveys and Investigations Staff, House Appropriations Committee. 

It is bel iev^dJL hat any formal a greement w ould be subject to mi sinterpr etation; 
howeyer^ an informal understanding woulcTplace botlif i&r. "Anderson and the 
Bureau in a position of controlling a given situation and reduce the possibility 
of unfounded charges of FBI interference with the free exercise of Congressional 
investigative powers. Mr. Anderson and his administrative assistants having 
been employed by the Bureau for a number of years are in a good position 
to realize what investigative matters assigned to them would in all probability 
be under consideration by the Bureau as well.

1973, telephonically advised FBI Headquarters of his favor¬ 
able association with Whitten, According to Wick, Whitten 
in the past furnished, information to the FBI and was of 
great assistance In utilization of information furnished 
him for the betterment of this Bureau. Wick continued he 
has always known Whitten to be most honorable, well respected, 
and completely honest. He described Whitten as being very 
intelligent and a person who furnishes advice to columnist 
Anderson rather than one who receives direction from Anderson. 

In connection with Whitten's arrest, Wick advised 
he had talked with Whitten earlier on February 1, 1973, at 
which time Whitten said that apparently the FBI did not believe 
Whitten when Whitten told the Agents he Intended to return 
the documents to the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA).

Later the same day, there had been some discussion 
with Chairman Mahon, as a result of which it had been decided that the letter 
from Chairman Mahon to the Attorney General would simply ask to be advised 
of legal action taken to date by the Federal Government in the Indian Affairs 
matter. Further, it had been decided that the Investigative Staff would not be.Xv 
contacting members of dissent groups. In discussions with Congresswoman 
Hansen, the point was specifically covered with her that the Investigative < s„» 
Staff would not be interviewing Henry Lyle Adams and she agreed with this ' "
